His correct date of birth is 12/8/90# Ife claims 
to have a birth certificate from Naples, Italy to prove 
this. He was orphaned as a young child and came to the United 
States when he was about nine years old. He lived in 
Chicago with foster parents and attended a night school there, 
for a few years. By the time he was 14, he was working 
and on his own. He was a waterboy on the railway construction 
gangs in the Dakotas, Montana, and Northwestern U. S, He 
came East when he was still a young man and settled in Newark,

EiFuGIEEO B0IA2D0 was interviewed at his residence, 

328 Beaufort Avenue, Livingston, New Jersey, on November 2, 

1962. 

B02A2S0 advised that he cams to the United States 
Iron Naples, Italy, when he was only eight years of age, that 
he v/as an orphan, that he had little formal education, and that 
he had ne.tther brothers nor cSstsrs* arriving in the United 
States, he went to Chic.ago, Illinois, where he lived with 
relatives until he reached his early teens, at which time he 
moved to the Newark, New Jersey area. At an early age he held 
many laboring Jobs, and at the time prohibition became law 
in the 1920s, he was working as a milkman in Newark, New Jersey. 

According to BCIAaDO during the course of his milk 
deliveries, he was often asked if he was seii-ing alcohol or 
if he had access to alcohol, which he did. Sines he was only 
making $45.00 a week as a milkman, he started to bootleg alcohol. 
BOIABDO statc 2 d that he used hJ.s milk wagon as a cover for his 
bootlegging activities for a while but that ha soon got so big 
he gave up his m3-lk route and went into the bootlegging business 
in a big way. BOIASDO advised that he made a lot of money 
during prohibition, that he had beon involved in gang wars 
during prohibition, that he had been shot at, and that on one 
occasion he was shot off the rtjcniag board of a car, receiving 
eighteen buckshots in the left side of his neck, left shoulder, 
and side. 


After prohibition was repealed, EOIASDO advised that 
he went into a legitimate business, construction and restaurant, 
but that now he was more or less retired. 30IASD0 volunteered 
that he had known many people in tho rackets and that he con- 
si(i3red some of these people very good friends of his, bat that 
there were others that he cared little for as they could not be 
ti’usted* As an example BCIASDO named NICHOTjAS BELMCBE as an 
individual he had little love for as DELEaC^ was a person that 
would tell you one thing and do another. In addition DSLMCES » 
had, daring prohibition, been an associate of the late ABNEE 
ZWILLMN, with whom BOIABDO had had several disputes during h/0 
the prohibition era.

**Boiardo allegedly headed a regime in

''Ruggiero (Ritchie) Boiardo of 326 Beaufort 
Ave«f Livingston* was subpoenaed yesterday to appear 
Hov 15 before a special Essex County rmokets grand 
jury* 


"The Jury, vhich is expeetMid to probe or- 
ganized crime in the county for at least six months t 
will be impaneled either Monday or Oct* 28, accord- 
ing to superior Court judge Alexander p* Waugh* 

"Boiardo was named by informer Joseph 
Valachi at B*S* Senate hearings as a member of 
the crime symdioate, Costt* Kostra* Talachi alleged 
that Boiardo mas lieutenant of the 'family* of 
Tito Genovese of Atlantic Highlands vho is now 
serving a term in federal prison on a narcotics 
charge* 
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.. . ' . "Three other Essex residents alleged by 

yalachl to have connections with Cosa Nostra^ also 
were subpoenaed this week to appear before the 
Jury. They are Gerard Y» Catena of South Orange , 
Anthony P« Rlela of West Orange and Thomas 
Camplsl of Newark*" 

”2 Bolardos Chatty— About Family Life 

"Anthony (Tony Boy) Bolardb of verona and 
his father, Ruggler . (Ritchie) Bolardo of Livingston, 
alleged Cosa Nostra crime syndicate members, chatted 
freely about family affairs today before their 
appearance before an Essex County grand Jury in- 
vestigating rackets* 

"However, both declined to comment on 
questions after they concluded their sessions with 
the Jury* 


"Prosecutor Brendan T* Bsrme described 
both as * co-operative** He added, *They answered 
all the questions we think they should have** 

However, the prosecutor also refused to comment on 
the nature of the questions and whether the Bolardos* 
testimony was helpftil in the Jury*s probe or organized 
in the areas of gambling, narcotics and loannsharklng* 

"*Nice Fellows*" 

"The father, who was qomstioned for an 
hour, said, referring to the prosecutor* s staff, 

*They treated me all right; they're nice fellows* 

Let's go get some turkey,* the last being an 
apparent reference to the imminence of Thanksgiving. 

"Byrne said he permitted the younger 
Bolardo to testify first because of the death Wednesday 
of his mother-in-law* His father had been scheduled 
to be the first witness* 
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**The elder BoiardOi 73, ohatted amiably 
in the corridor with reporters while he waited. 

*' Naples-born, he commented in a slight 
accent: *l*m here to see what Nr. Prosecutor and 

the Jury wants. Why should I worry?* 

**Pleads IgnorsAce 

**He added that he did not know why he was 
subpoenaed. His attorney, Thomas B. Durkin, Jr., 
said his client was willing to anwer *aay proper 
question.* 


"Boiardo also said he did not know under- 
world inXormer Joseph Yalaehi, who named him as an 
alleged Cosa Nostra member. Howeverj Boiardo 
commented with a grin that the name ^alaehl^^bcDlfah. 
like *Pagliacci, the clown.* 

"Boiardo wore a gray Jacket, black 
cardigan sweater, brown trousers fund a battered 
gray hat, which he described with a smile, as 
*his Sunday clothes*. When he checked the time, 
he glanced at a gold watch with a thick gold band 
on bis wrist.

"He described himself as being retired 
from the construction business and added that be 
occasionally continues to do some omstruetion 
work. He said he spent much time gardening at his 
home. 

"Boiardo described himself as having 
been brought to this country as an orphan by foster 
parents, settling in Chicago la 1898. He said he 
came to Newark three years later.

**Wearing a navy blue suit, white shirt 
and black tie, Boiardo talked with his lawyer in 
the corridor outside the Jury room preeedii^ his 
appearance. Michael Querques, the attorney^ 
refused to c<auient on his client's appearance 
before the Jury* 

**Caapisi Waits 

** Another alleged Cosa Nostra aeaber, 

Thoaas Caapisi of Newark, waited in an anterooa 
to be called as a witness* Clad in a gray s«^t 
with a white Hm-^hite shirt and a blue-andHrhite 
striped tie, Caapisi also refused to discuss his 
appearance with a repoirter* 

^The racket panel is conducting a six* 
month probe of organized crime in Sssez and its links 
to other counties in the areas of gaablimg, loan 
sharking and narcotics* Byrne refused to ccaaent 
on the questions to be ahked* 

^In Genovese 'Family* 

"A chart on the Cosa Nostra organization 
put into the U*S* Senate Crime Coamittee hearing 
records listed Buggiero Boiardo as a lientenant 
in the 'family* of Tito Genovese of Atlantic 
Highlands, now serving a federal prison term mi a 
narcotics charge* The elder Boiardo, who rose to 
prominence in Newark's old 1st Ward during 
prohibition days, lives at 326 Beaufort Ave*, 
Livingston.
